nijden Bolfer, bei denen diejelbe jehr im argen lag. 
Dak ein 3artlices ViebeShand die jiidijden Eltern und ihre 


Rinder umjdhlungen hielt, geigt fic) in der Mannigfaltigfeit der 
Ausdriide, welche fie denfjelben beilegten und womit fie die verjdie- 
denen Stadien der Entwidlung bezeidneten. Die allgemeine Be- 
zeidnung war ben und bath, Sohn und Todter. Mukerdem finden 
wir aber nod) act andere Namen. Der erjte begzeidjnet daS Rind 
al8 den Neugebornen, jeled, Semininum jaldah, der gweite jonek, 
Saugling, der dritte olel (der jonek verlangt jdon Brot), der vierte 
gamul, der Entwohnte, Sef. 11,8. Das Entwohnen gejdah 3u Ende 
de$ gweiten Yahres und wurde feftlich) gefeiert. Die fiinfte Begeid)- 
nung war taph, der fic) an die Mutter hangt; die jedchjte elem, 
Semininum almah, der Erjtarfte, oder der jtarf wird; fiebtens befam 
er den Namen naar, Yingling, und acdtens erbhielt er den Namen 
bachur, der Gereifte. 

Wer fo das KindeSleben beobachtete, er jede$ Stadium mit 
einer bejonderen bedadhte, hat gewifk jeine Kinder ge- 
fiebt. Rinderfegen wurde bei den Yuden als eine bejondere Gnade 
pon Gott angejehen, wahrend die Rinderlofigfeit ein Rreug 
empfunden wurde. Wie fehnte fic) dod) Whraham nad) einem Erben! 
Und wie jdwer er e8 empfand, dah er feine Kinder hatte, jehen wir 
aus feinem Gebet, in dem er 3u Gott jprad: ,Was willft du mir 
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geben? Giebhe, id) gehe dabin Stinder!“ Und wie litt die 
fromme Sanna, weil fie feine Rinder hatte! Wurde fie doch von der 
Peninna gerade de$halb veradtet. Welde Freude aber erfiillte die 
Sanna, alS Gott ihr Gebet erhirte! War nidt aud) den Frommen 
die Verheikung gegeben: Deine Kinder [werden fiken] wie die 
um deinen her”? Auch die Verheifung, welde Gott 
Abraham gab, al8 er ihn aufforderte, gum befternten Simmel auf- 
gublicfen: foll dein Same werden”, wiinfdte da8 Volk erfiillt. 
Die FSraeliten liebten ihre Kinder und liefen fic) aud) die Niihe 
nidt verdriefen, diefelben gu ergiehen. Sid) derfelben. auf allerlei 
Weife entledigen, wie e$ vielfach bei den Heiden gefdah, gab 
e8 bei den Rindern Y8rael und jpater bei den Yuden nicht. Und jener 
andere heidnijde Greuel, die Kinder 3u opfern, war ihnen ftreng 
verboten: deinen Sohn oder Tochter nicht durcdhs$ Feuer geben.“ 
Den heutigen givilifierten Grenel, Leibesfrudht gu toten und abzu- 
treiben, fannten fie gar nidt. 

Wie friih der Unterricht mit dem Kinde angefangen wurde, ift 
3u fagen. C3 gibt Berichte, welde den Unterricht (natiirlicd 
den Hhausliden) mit dem dritten Yahre anfangen lajjen. 
begieht jid) wohl auf einige furge BVerje und Gebete, die den 
Rindern vorgejagt und von diefen nadgejprocjen wurden. Die 
meijten Berichte jtimmen darin iiberein, die Eltern verpflictet 
waren, mit dem jedjten oder fiebten Jahre diejen Unterricht 3u be- 
ginnen. eiblid) und geijtig gut entwicfelten Rindern war der 
fang mit dem fiinften Sabr erlaubt. 

Von vielen jiidijdhen Schreibern wurde bei der GErsiehung der 
Kinder grofes Gewicht auf die fogenannte Mesusah gelegt. Gelbjt 
Sofephus und die erwabhnen diefjelbe. Nach lesterem foll 
die Mesusah auS einem langlichen vierecfigen Pergamentftiic bejtan- 
den haben, auf welchem in sweiundswangig Reihen die Worte 5 
6,4—9 gejdrieben ftanden. Sie lauten: Ssrael! Der SErr, 
unjer Gott, ijt ein einiger HErr. Und bu follft den HErrn, deinen 
Gott, liebhaben von gangem Gergen, von ganger Seele, von allem 
Vermogen. Und diefe Worte, die ich dir heute gebiete, jolljt du 3u 
Herzen nehmen und folljt fie deinen Rindern fcharfen und davon 
reden, wenn du in deinem Sauje figeft oder auf dem Wege gebejt, 
du dich niederlegeft oder aufftehejt. Und follft fie binden gum 
eiden auf deine Sand, und follen dir ein Denfmal vor deinen Augen 
fein. Und folljt fie iiber deines Haujes Pfojten fdhreiben und an die 
Tore.” Diefe Worte, auf ein langlich vierecdiges Pergamentftiic ge- 
fchrieben, waren in einem glangenden metallenen Gebhduje eingefapt 
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und an einem der Tiirpfojten befeftigt, wo man immer aus und 
ein ging. 

Sdhon da8 Kind auf dem Arme fehen, wie der Vater und 
die andern Sausgenofjen beim Ein- und Ausgang dies bejchriebene 
Pergament ehrfiirdtig mit dem Finger beriihrten, fie dann fiipten 
und den Segen fpraden (Pj. 121, 8): ,Der SErr bebhiite deinen 
Gingang und Ausgang von nun an bi8 in Ewigfeit!” Eins der 
altejten Biider, Mechilta, ein jiidifcher Rommentar iiber das siweite 
Bud) Mofis, der viel alter ijt die Mijchna, behauptet jogar, daf 
die Mesusah einen viel groperen Wert durd) alle Generationen der 
Rinder YSrael gehabt habe, alS da8 Blut-an den Tiirpfojten der 
SSraeliten hatte in jener Nacht, da der Wiirgengel auSging und alle 
Erjtgeburt in Mgypten jdlug, da die Mesusah den Namen Gottes 
nidt weniger gehnmal enthalte. 

Ninumt man nun nod) dazu, dab da8 Kind die tagliden Ttbungen 
Gebets, den Sabbat, die vielen Fejte und Fejt- 
geiten mitmadjen mufte, jo fann man fich einen Begriff davon madden, 
da$ alles einen unauslijdliden Cindruc auf die erwadende 
Rindesfeele machen mubte. Ya, eS ijt wohl 3u fagen, weldes 
der vielen Seite mit AusSnahme de3 Ojterfejtes den grébten Cindruc 
auf die RindeSjecle madte. Da war Chanuf, da8 Fejt der Cin- 
weihung, mit jeiner SMumination. Bei demjelben wurde in den 
meijten Saujern fiir jede3 Familienglied eine Nerze angeziindet, am 
sweiten Tage zwei ufw., bis am adten, dem lekten Tage des Fejtes, 
fiir jedeS Glied adht Rerzen brannten. Dann folgte Purim oder das 
Felt der Efther mit feiner ausgelaffenen Belujtiqung. Much Feit 
der Laubbiitten mupten felbjt die Siingjten im Sauje mitfeiern. WXber 
der Gipfel aller Fejte war die Ojterwodje, in welcher in jedem jiidijden 
Hauje aller Sauerteig ausgefegt wurde, und jede Speije da$ Rind 
daran erinnern mufte, die Wode bejonder$ heilig war. Diejer 
Eindruc mute fid) um jo mehr vertiefen, je mehr da8 Kind heran- 
wuds und an den gottesdienftlicden Tibungen teifnehmen mufte. 

Unauslojhlich mug der Eindruc gemwejen fein, den da3 Kind 
pon jeinem erjten Ofterfeft im Tempel gu Serujalem mit heimnahm. 
Stand e8 doch in dem herrlidjten, pracdhtigiten Gebaude, da8 die Welt 
vor Cbhrijto gejehen hatte. Bom Vorhof, in dem die Menge fid 
verjammelte, jah e8 in da8 Seilige, jah die Menge der Priejter in 
pradtigen weifen Gewandern fic) hin und her bemwegen, fah den 
Raud) von dem Rauchaltar auffteigen, dann wieder Priejter 
niederfnien und anbeten, wieder aufitehen, auf den Stufen jtehen, 
die Hande iiber die andadtige Menge erheben und den Segen fpreden. 
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Wiederum hirte das Kind die Rinder- und die Mannerdre der 
Leviten die herrliden Pjalmen Davids fingen, begleitet mit allerlei 
Sujtrumentalmufif. Viele von diejen Pfalmen waren dem Kinde 
pon Sauje aus befannt, waren fie dod) die frithejten Gejange, weldje 
die Kinder 3u Hauje gelernt hatten. Wber hier im Tempel, in diefen 
goldgejdhmiidten Wanden und in diejer Menge der Anbetenden, fielen 
fie wie Tine aus einer andern Welt in da RKindesohr — und fie 
waren Tine aus einer andern Welt. Wenn dann der Vater dem 
Kinde mitteilte, dak alles, was e3 gejehen, genau nad) dem Ntufter 
fet, das Gott Mofes auf dem Berge Sinai gegeigt habe, alles, was 
e§ gebirt, von Gott jelbjt gefproden worden fet durch) den Ntund 
feine3 Diener$ David und der andern heiligen Sanger in YSrael, 
dann mute da3 Rind mit heiliger Ehrfurdt erfiillt werden, und der 
Tempel mit jeinen Gottesdienften ihm erjdeinen wie der 
Simmel auf Erden. 

Nuch das erjte Pajjahmabl, an dem da8 Kind teilnahm, mufste 
einen nievergebliden Cindrucd hinterlafjen. Dabei mupte nach dem 
Gejeg volle Belehrung gegeben werden iiber die Bedeutung desjelben, 
iiber jede gotteSdienjtlide Handlung, die dabei vorgenommen wurde. 
Sa, e3 war fogar vorgejdrieben, dak gu einer bejtimmten Zeit des 
Mabhles der Yiingite fich erheben mubte und fragen, was das alles 
3u bedeuten habe, worauf der Vater fic) dann erhob und in einer 
fiir Das Kind verjtandliden Sprade die ganze nationale Gejdichte 
de$ Volfes Gottes erzablte, von der Berufung WXbrahams an bis 
zum WAuszug aus Wgyptenland. 

So wurden die iSraelitijden Kinder, wie Philo bezeugt, von der 
Zeit an, da fie nod) in den Windeln lagen und ebe fie formlich unter- 
richtet werden fonnten, von ihren Eltern, Lehrern wtd Ynformatoren 
erzogen, fo fie Gott den Vater und Schipfer der Welt 
erfannten. Won der friihejten Sugend an muften fie daS Gejeg 
lernen, jo ibre Seelen ein Wbglang der Gebote Gottes waren. 
Mud) Yofephus bezeugt: Schon von der friihejten Sugend mupten - 
die Kinder da8 Gejek lernen, jo dak fie eS wie eingraviert in ihrem 
Serzen Hatten. 

Aber folde Seugniffe find fdlieblic) gar nicht nitig. Das Alte 
Teftament, die Apofryphen und das Neue Teftament zeigen 3ur 
Geniige, wie Vol€ forticdritt in der forgfaltigen Erziehung der 
Jugend. 1 Mtof. 18, 19 fprad) Gott Abraham: ,,Denn id 
er wird befehlen jeinen Rindern und jeinem Gauje nach ihm, da fie 
de$ HErrn Wege halten und tun, was recht und gut ijt.“ Wie die 
Nadhfommen diejfen Befehl Gottes ausgefiihrt haben, fornnen wir aus 
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2 Mof. 12,26; 13,8.14; 5 Mof.4,9.10; 6,7.20; 11,19; 31,138; 
$f. 78, 5.6 und aus vielen andern Stellen fehen. Die befanntefte 
Stelle, 5 Mof.6.7, wollen wir hier gitieren; fie lautet: ,,lind follft 
fie deinen Rindern fdarfen und davon reden, wenn du in deinem 
Hauje fikeft oder auf dem BWege gebheft, wenn du dic) niederlegejt oder 
aufitebeft.“ 

Die bejte Cinfidht in da foziale und Familienleben geben uns 
die Spriidhe Salomo8. Gie find voll von Ermahnungen und Be- 
lehrungen fiir die Erziehung der Kinder. Gleid) gu Anfang jtellt 
Salomo den redjten Grundfag auf: ,Des HErrn Furdht ijt Anfang 
gu lernen.“ Dann malt er in glithenden Farben den Wert der Er- 
giehung, jeine Siele, aber auch die Gefahren der gegenteiligen ver- 
fehrten Erziehung, und dies gipfelt jdlieblid) in dem Sag (Rap. 
22,6): ,Wie man einen Rnaben gewshnt, fo lapt er nicht davon, 
wenn er alt wird”, ein Ausjprud, der im Neuen Teftament wieder- 
gegeben wird mit den Worten: ,,Reizet eure Kinder nicht zum Born, 
fondern giehet fie auf in der Sucht und Vermahnung gu dem HErrn!” 

Dies Buch hebt nod) einen andern Faftor in der Erziehung der 
Kinder hervor. lobt die Frau und ftreidt ihre Wiirde, ihre 
Stellung und ihren CinfluB aud) in der Rinderergiehung Heraus. 
Vis dahin lejen wir in diefer Hinjidsht wenig von dem Weibe; die 
fromme Sanna jdeint da8 eingige Beijpiel fein. Das Hat jeinen 
Grund darin, dak die Erziehung der Kinder jowohl durch da3 Gejek 
Gottes: al$ aud) durd) die Verordnungen der Rabbiner dem Vater 
iibertragen war. Doc) e3 fid) gar nicht denfen, dak nidt aud 
das Weib jeinen gebiihrenden Cinflu auf die Kinderergziehung gehabt 
haben miifje, befonders in jolden Familien, in denen e8 redjt ftand. 
Su den beiden legten Rapiteln der Spriidhe Salomo$, 30 und 31, 
werden un$ die Worte Agurs und Lamuels wiedergegeben. GSie 
waren Pringen der Konigin von Mtaja, einem Lande fiiddjtlid) von 
den Grengen im nodrdliden WArabien, von YSsmaeliten 
bewohnt war. Wie dies Volf den wahren Gott und Gottesdienjt 
fennen gelernt hat, ijt nicht befannt, vielleicht durd Emi- 
gration frommer QSraeliten. Wber die Worte diefer beiden Pringen 
find fogar in den Ranon aufgenommen worden. Die Konigin hatte 
ihre Sohne gur Furdt de3 HSErrn ergogen. Rap. 31, 1 heipt eS: 
find die Worte de Lamuel, die Lehre, die ihn feine 
Mutter lehrte.” Bom 2. bis gum 9. Vers gibt nun Lamuel die Worte 
jeiner Mutter wieder, die fie ihm mit auf den Thron gab, und vom 
10. bi8 gum 31. Vers fingt er jeiner Dtutter ein Lob, in weldem 
jeder Vers der Reihenfolge nad) mit einem Budhjtaben des hebraijden 
Alphabets beginnt. 
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Zur Beit der AXpofryphen tritt da8 Weib als Ergieherin 
mebr herbor, obwobhl die Erziehung der Kinder bet den Frommen 
nidt aus den Augen gelajjen wurde. Serrlicd) ermahnt Yejus Sirach 
die Kinder gum Gebhorjfam und zur Ebrerbietung gegen die Eltern. 
Aber fobald wir zum Neuen Teftament fommen, tritt die Nutter 
wieder in den Vordergrund, ja beinahe mehr al3 der Vater. Lobend 
erwabhnt werden die Mutter der Sohne Sebedai, die Mutter des 
Markus, die ein Haus gu Serujalem hatte und die Singer gur Beit 
der BVerfolgung aufnahm. Yobhannes erwahnt 2 Yoh. 1 ,,die aus- 
erwablte Frau“ mit ihren Rindern und im 13. die auserwablte 
Sdwefter mit ihren Rindern. 

Dod) da8 jfchinjte Beijpiel ijt Eunife, die Tochter der frommen 
Lois. Sie hatte einen griechijden Mtann und wohnte in Lyftra. 
Welche Umijtande fie Lyitra gefiihrt Hatten, wifjen wir 
gab da feine und wabhricdeinlid) waren Lois und 
Eunife die eingigen dajelbit, die den Gott Sehovah anbeteten. Dod 
gilt von ifr da8 Lob Lamuel$: ,Nhre Sohne fommen aud und 
preijen fie jelig” und: bre Werke werden fie [oben in den Toren.” 
Das jdhonjte Lob gibt ihr aber der Wpojtel Paulus 2 Tim. 1,5: 
erinnere mich de$ ungefarbten Glauben$ in dir, welder 3zubvor ge- 
wohnt hat in deiner GroBmutter und in deiner Mtutter Eunife.” 
Und wiederum: ,Weil du von Kind auf die Heilige Schrift 
ujfw. Bon wem hatte Timotheus die GHeiligqe Schrift ge- 
fernt? €8 gab in Lyjtra feine Synagoge, wo Mojes und die Pro- 
pheten am Gabbat und aiweimal in der Woche gelefen wurden. Wruch 
bom Vater fonnte er fie nicht lernen, weil der ein Grieche war. E83 
war der heilige Einfluk der Mutter, die hatte ihn von Rindheit an 
in der Zucht und Vermahnung zum HErrn ergzogen. Welche Mitte! 
hatte fie angewandt? waren da wabhrideinlid) feine Denffpriide 
mit Schriftabjdhnitten, aud) feine Mesusah. %ber wir lefen in den 
Apofryphen, dah gerade vor der Beit der Mtaffabaer der Befik der 
gangen Seiligen Schrift oder Teile derfelben gang allgemein unter 
den Suden war. WAntiodus, der Verfolger, liek die Biidher de3 Ge- 
fegeS gerreifen und verbrennen, ja jogar die Leute, bet denen man 
Biider fand, titen. (1 1,577.) wurden viele Ropien zer- 
ftért. Wher gur Beit der Maffabaer, die auf die Verfolgung. des 
Wntiodhus folgte, erlebte die jiidifdhe Kirche wieder eine Erwecdung 
und eine Zeit der Bliite. Da wurden aud) die Schriften wieder ver- 
vielfaltigt. €8 wird behauptet, dab fid) in jeder wobhlhabenden 
amilie eine Ropie der gangen Heiligen Schrift befand, wahrend in 
den Grmeren Familien Teile derjelben vorhanden twaren wie 5 Mof. 6, 
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4—9; 11,13—21; 4 Mtoj.15,37—41; die Pfalmen 63 bis 68; die 
Gejdidte der Schipfung und der Sintflut und die erften adt Rapitel 
pom dritten Bud) Mtoje. Das waren die Mtittel, die Eunife und 
deren Mutter Lois gur Hand Hatten, und darum fonnte Paulus an 
Timotheus jdreiben: ,Weil du von Rind auf die Seilige Schrift 
weigeft” ufim. 

Dies bringt un$ gu dem hervorragendjten Beijpiel, Maria, der 
Mutter FEju. Bon FJEju lejen wir: ,Er nahm gu an Weisbheit, 
Wter und Gnade bei Gott und den Menfdjen.” Wn Weisheit gu- 
nehmen ijt menfdlid; SEjus war wahrer Menjd, als folder nahm 
er aud) an Weisheit gu, als folder hat er gelernt. Wo? Bunadjt 
im Sauje. Yofeph und Maria waren fromme Quden; in ihrem 
war gewik ganze Alte Teftament. Aus dem Umijtand, 
_ dab Sofeph wenig, Maria aber oft als die Sauptperjon ermahnt wird, 
miiffen wir annehmen, fie aud) die Hauptperfon in der Ergiehung 
de3 YEfustnaben war. BEjus hat im elterlicdjen Gauje die Schrift 
gelernt. Daf er hernad) die Schrift jo gewaltig Iehren fonnte, ijt 
nidt blog darauf guriicgufiihren, er wahrer Gott war, fondern 
aud) darcuf, er fie fo fleipig gelernt hatte — ,er nabm gu an 
Weisheit”. Sodann war in Nagareth eine Synagoge, mit tbelcer 
eine Schule verbunden war. Much diefe hat wabhriceinlid 
bejudt. (Was und wie in diefen Schulen gelehrt wurde, foll im 
gweiten Teil diejer Wrbeit ausgefiihrt werden.) Die Weltiprace zur 
Zeit SEju mar die Sprache. Dod) waren die Wbfchriften 
der heiligen Biicher in hebraijher Sprache; fie wurden von den 
Leviten beforgt. (Die Rabbiner erlaubten feine andere Sprache.) 
SEjus Hat aljo die Schrift in hebraijder Sprache gelernt. Daher 
fam e8 aud, dab er fchon al$ Rnabe im Tempel ju 
Serufalem den Priejtern und Sehriftgelehrten Rede und WAntwort 
geben fonnte, und die lehrten nur in der Urjprade. Wuch in den 
Synagogen wurden die Abfdhnitte nur in hebraijcdher Sprache verlejen, 
aber der Disfurs iiber denjelben durfte aud) in andern Spraden 
gegeben werden, damal$ hauptyacdlid) in der aramaijden. fann 
fein Sweifel dariiber obwalten, dak SEjus bei jeinem Lehren fic 
aud) diefer Sprache bedient hat. Wud) Schreiben$ war er fundig, 
denn e8 heibt Yoh.8,6: biicte fic) nieder und jcrieb mit 
dem Singer auf die Erde.“ 

Aus allem, was wir bisher gehirt haben, geht jdon gur Geniige 
hervor, eine, was die Yuden in der Erziehung der Kinder 
ergielen wollten, die Erlernung der Seiligen Sdrift war. Die ganze 
Erziehung, wenn auch 3uweilen mit Srrtiimern untermengt, war eine 
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Erziehung fiir Yenjeit8. andere, diefes Leben betreffend, 
fernten fie nur, weil fie muften, und aud nur fo weit, al8 fie gerade 
notig batten, 3.8. die Spradjen, da8 Baufad ujw. 

Was die Yuden unter diefjer beinahe ganglich religidjen Er- 
giehung verjtanden, und wie fie diejelbe in Familie und Schule aus- 
fiihrten, joll im gweiten Teil diefer Arbeit behandelt werden.

Theses on the Call of the Lutheran Day-School 
Teacher.

TueEsis V. 
2: 


Who is entitled and empowered before God to issue such call ? 
To issue such call is the duty of, and a right vested in, the Chris- 
tian congregation, the possessor of all church power, or the Keys. 
Matt. 18, 15—20; 1 Pet. 2, 5—10. Also in the Acts of the 
Apostles it is affirmed that the ministerial office is conferred by 
God through the Christian congregation. When, according to Acts 
1, 15—26, the vacancy in the ranks of the apostles caused by Judas 
had to be filled, the apostles did not proceed alone, but we read 
that all the disciples present, 120 in number, appointed two men, 
Joseph, called Barsabas, who was surnamed Justus, and Matthias. 
“And they gave forth their lots; and the lot fell upon Matthias.” 
When in the church of Jerusalem the Grecians were dissatisfied 
“because their widows were neglected in the daily ministration,” 
the apostles “called the multitude of the disciples unto them,” and 
recommended to them the appointment of assistants, who should 
perform certain duties which had previously been incumbent on 
the apostles. “And the saying pleased the whole multitude; and 
they chose Stephen, a man full of faith and of the Holy Ghost, 
and Philip,” ete. Acts6,1—6. When Paul and Barnabas were 
to go forth as missionaries, they were separated for the work and 
sent away by the Christian congregation at Antioch. Acts 13, 2.3. 
And when, according to Acts 15, 22, men had to be chosen to carry 
out a certain mission in the congregation of Antioch, James says: 
“Then pleased it the apostles and elders, with the whole church, 
to send chosen men of their own company to Antioch with Paul 
and Barnabas.” 
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In the Theological Quarterly, Vol. III, p. 398 f., we read: 
“That the duty of calling ministers and thereby conferring upon 
them the ministerial office is incumbent on, and a right vested in, 
the local congregations is evident from the charge laid down in the 
words of Christ: Go ye and teach all nations, baptizing them, ete. 
(Matt. 28, 19. 20), which was primarily given to a congregation 
of believers gathered in a certain place. And that this commission 
was not to be restricted to that congregation only, but was intended 
for all similar congregations of all times and places. is likewise 
evident from the promise added to the charge: ‘And, lo, I am 
with you alway, even unto the end of the world.’ While all are 
here commissioned to teach, to preach the Gospel, St. Paul says: 
‘Are all teachers?’ (Rom. 10,15.) Hence, when Paul and Barnabas 
- were to issue forth as messengers of the Gospel, they were separated 
for the work and sent away by the church of Antioch (Acts 13, 2.3) ; 
and when, by their missionary labors, congregations had been gath- 
ered, they ordained them elders in every church. (Acts 14, 23. 
According to the original text properly: ‘Having conducted the 
election of elders for them throughout the churches.’) Cheirotonein 
is the term for voting, the voters raising their hands to signify 
assent. This term is employed in the same sense 2 Cor. 8, 19. 
Here the voters are the churches, as also in the Teaching of the 
Twelve Apostles, where the churches are called upon to choose unto 
themselves bishops and deacons.” 

Luther expresses himself thus: “Wherever a holy Christian 
Church is, there the Sacraments, Christ Himself, and His Holy 
Spirit must be. Are we now to constitute a holy Christian Church, 
possessing the greatest gifts, such as God’s Word, Christ, the Holy 
Spirit, faith, prayer, Baptism, Sacrament, Keys, Office, etc., and 
not having also the smaller privilege, namely, the power and right 
to call some one to office who would minister to us the Word, Bap- 
tism, Sacrament, absolution, gifts already procured, what kind of 
church would that be?” 

On this point the Smalcald Articles say: “For wherever the 
Church is, there indeed is the command to preach the Gospel. 
Therefore the churches undoubtedly retain the authority to call, 
to elect, and ordain ministers. And this authority is a privilege 
which God has given especially to the Church, and it cannot be 
taken away from the Church by any human power, as Paul testifies 
(Eph. 4, 8. 11. 12), where he says: ‘When He ascended up on 
high, He led captivity captive, and gave gifts unto men.’ And 
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among these gifts which belong to the Church, he enumerates pastors 
and teachers, and adds that these were given for the edifying of 
the body of Christ. Wherefore it follows that wherever there is 
a true church, there is also the power to elect and ordain ministers.”

“The ministerial office is to be considered as for lifetime, not 
because the.ministry, as a profession, order, or rank, is holier than 
any merely secular calling. We have heard from 1 Pet. 2,9 that 
all Christians are royal priests, be they pastors or members. One 
is our Master, even Christ, and all we are brethren. (Matt. 23.) 
We are all one in Christ Jesus. (Gal. 3, 28.) 

“In harmony with this the. apostles, not desiring others to 
call them Rabbi, rather styled themselves the servants, ministers, 
of their fellow-Christians. ‘Who, then, is Paul,’ exclaimed that 
apostle (1 Cor. 3,5), ‘and who is Apollos, but ministers by whom 
ye believed?’ The same apostle says: ‘For we preach not ourselves, 
but Christ Jesus the Lord, and ourselves, your servants, for Jesus’ 
sake.’ Again (Col. 1, 24. 25), ‘Which is the Church, whereof I am 
made a minister.’ 

“A servant, a minister, the pastor is to the congregation, minis- 
tering to the wants of the souls; still he is by no means a hireling, 
@ wage-earner, who may be discharged at the pleasure or displeasure 
of those that engage him; or who works for a stipulated time only, 
like a contract laborer. Such a conception of the ministerial office 
would conflict with the testimony given of it in Scripture. He is 
God’s servant. There we find a clear distinction made between the 
general priesthood of all believers and the office of the ministry 
not peculiar to all Christians. ‘Are all apostles? St. Paul asks, 
‘Are all prophets? Are all teachers?’ (1 Cor. 12,29.) ‘And how 
shall they preach except they be sent? (Rom.10,15.) Comparing 
Article-XIV of the Augsburg Confession, we read: ‘Concerning 
church government it is taught that no one should teach or preach 
publicly in the Church, or administer the Sacraments, without 
a regular call.’ To put the result in the words of Luther, we would 
say: ‘But when a person is born a priest through Baptism, then 
the office is afterward added, making a distinction between him and 
other Christians.’ (Hapos. of Ps. 110.) 

“Ministers are servants, it is true, but servants of God in the 
first place, God Himself having instituted the ministry. He, 
therefore, and not man, should undo the ties between pastor and 
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flock. Did not He, through His Son, make His apostles teachers 
of the world in such words as, ‘What I tell you in darkness that 
speak ye in light; and what ye hear in the ear that preach ye 
upon the housetops’? (Matt. 10,27.) Again: ‘Go ye into all the 
world and preach the Gospel to every creature.’ (Mark 16.) Paul 
speaks of ‘the ministry which I have received of the Lord Jesus.’ 
(Acts 20.) 

“And this holds true also with those who succeeded the apostles 
in office. To such, passages like the following refer: “Take heed 
therefore unto yourselves and to all the flock, over the which the 
Holy Ghost hath made you overseers to feed the Church of God! 
(Acts 20, 28.) Or take this: ‘And God hath set some in the 
Church, first apostles, secondarily prophets, thirdly teachers,’ etc. 

(1 Cor. 12, 28.) ‘And He gave some apostles, and some prophets, 
* and some evangelists, and some pastors and teachers.’ (Eph. 4, 11.) 
So the ministry is not a human institution, subject to the whims 
and caprices of men. Nay, when the servants of God speak the 
Word of God, they are in the place of God. ‘He that heareth you 
heareth Me’; so due honor should be given to their office and due 
regard to their word.” (Fourth Report of the English Ev. Luth. 
Synod, pp. 23. 24.) 

Walther, in his Pastorale, treats in detail of the custom in 
America to call a minister only for a stipulated time, or with the 
reservation to dismiss him at pleasure. In his opinion a congre- 
gation is neither empowered to issue such call, nor a minister 
authorized to accept such a call. “Such a call,” he says, “is neither 
valid before God nor rightful.” In part he writes thus: “Sonder- 
lich hier in Amerika besteht in vielen Gemeinden der Gebrauch, 
dass die Prediger nur temporaer, naemlich entweder mit dem Vor- 
behalt, beliebig wieder entlassen werden zu koennen, berufen werden, 
oder dass man sie doch nur fuer einen bestimmten Termin, etwa 
auf ein oder mehrere Jahre, oder ‘auf’ Aufkuendigung’ beruft, so 
dass sie, von dem Tage der Aufkuendigung an gerechnet, nach 
einer festgesetzten Frist von dem Amte abzutreten haben.... Weder 
ist aber eine Gemeinde berechtigt, einen solchen Beruf auszustellen, 
noch ein Prediger befugt, denselben anzunehmen. Ein solcher Be- 
ruf ist vor Gott weder gueltig noch rechtmaessig.... Er streitet 
erstlich wider die in Gottes Wort klar bezeugte Goettlichkeit eines 
rechten Berufes zu einem Predigtamt in der Kirche. (Apost. 20,28; 
Eph. 4,11; 1 Kor. 12,28.) Denn ist Gott eigentlich derjenige, 
welcher die Prediger beruft, so sind die Gemeinden nur die Werk- 
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zeuge zur Aussonderung der Personen zu dem Werke, dazu der 
Herr dieselben berufen hat. (Apost. 13, 2.) Ist dies nun ge- 
schehen, so steht der Prediger in Gottes Dienst und Amt, und 
keine Kreatur kann dann Gott seinen Diener seines Amtes ent- 
setzen oder ihn entlassen, es sei denn, dass bewiesen werden koenne, 
Gott habe ihn selbst seines Amtes entsetzt und ihn entlassen (Jer. 
15,19, vgl. mit Hos. 4,6), in welchem Fall die Gemeinde den Pre- 
diger nicht eigentlich entsetzt oder entlaesst, sondern nur Gottes 
offenbar gewordene Entsetzung oder Entlassung ausfuehrt. Tut 
die Gemeinde jenes dennoch, so macht sie, das Werkzeug, sich zur 
Herrin des Amtes und greift Gott in sein Regiment und seinen 
Haushalt. ... Der Prediger aber, welcher einer Gemeinde das 
Recht gibt, ihn also zu berufen und nach ihrer Willkuer zu entlassen, 
macht sich dadurch zu einem Mietling, zu einem Menschenknecht. 
. Ein solcher Beruf ist kein mittelbarer Beruf Gottes durch die 
Kirche, sondern ein menschlicher Kontrakt.... Ein solcher Beruf 
widerstreitet aber auch zum andern ... der Ehre und Gehorsam, 
den die Zuhoerer den Verwaltern des goettlichen Predigtamtes nach 
Gottes Wort zu erweisen haben (Luk. 10,16; Hebr.13,17 usw.) ; 
denn haetten die Zuhoerer jene angebliche Machtvollkommenheit 
wirklich, dann stuende es in ihrer vollen Gewalt, der von Gott ge- 
forderten Erweisung jener Ehre und jenes Gehorsams sich selbst 
zy entziehen.” (p. 401.) 
“In deciding the question whether a pastor should undergo 
a removal or accept the offer of another charge, the following five 
rules should especially be observed: 1. The minister should quietly 
await a call which may be extended to him, and never on his part 
endeavor to get away, least of all to obtain a higher salary or a more 
pleasant or less burdensome position. Jer. 23, 21. 2. He should 
not leave on account of the wicked in his congregation, who embitter 
his life, Rom. 12, 21, unless his own frail person only were at issue, 
and hence another orthodox minister might achieve what, because 
of the disagreeable personal relations which may have grown up 
between him and the greater part of his congregation, it would be 
absolutely impossible for him to accomplish. 2 Cor. 13,10. 3. It 
must be clear to human eyes that the new charge he is being offered 
is not only in itself of greater importance, but that in it he par- 
ticularly might turn his gifts to better advantage for the Church 
than if he remained. 1 Cor. 12,7. 4. He should not readily take 
the decision into his own hands, but leave it to his present congre- 
gation as well as to the congregation calling him away, and to 
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several experienced theologians. Prov. 12,15. 5. He should not 
leave his congregation without the latter’s explicit consent, unless 
it were evident to every one that the congregation out of sheer 
obstinacy and in disregard of the welfare of the Church absolutely 
denied its consent.” (Theol. Quarterly, Vol. 1, p. 215 f.) 

“The congregation must not be so arrogant as to proceed with 
arbitrary deposition against its minister and others who hold an 
ecclesiastical office in its midst. But if such men fall away into 
pernicious error and, having been by due process of investigation 
found guilty, will not submit to the admonition either of the con- 
gregation or of the orthodox ministers whose assistance has been 
sought, or if they have manisfested themselves as obstinately im- 
penitent sinners, or if they have fallen in a manner whereby they 
have lost their good report of them which are without and have: 
given occasion to the enemies of the Lord to blaspheme: the congre- 
gation will in Christian order (which may under certain circum- 
stances be that of preliminary suspension) remove them from office 
as such whom God Himself has deposed.” (1 Tim. 5,19; Matt. 
7,15; Hos. 4,6; John 10,5; 1 Tim. 3,7.) (Walther, The Proper 
Form of a Local Congregation. Theol. Quarterly, Vol. I, p. 412.)

Tunes for Our English Services. 
(Another Version. )

In the February issue of the LUTHERAN ScHOOL JOURNAL we 
find an article on the topic, “What Tunes shall We Use in Our 
English Services?” * and then a list of the hymns in our Hymn- 
book is added with recommendations as to which tunes should be 
used or not used for the several hymns. No doubt, the Milwaukee 
committee, which had this article and list published, has worked 
faithfully and has endeavored to render a service to the brethren. 
Some of the recommendations are good and ought to meet with 
the approval of all organists. 

For instance, the recommendation that all the German choral 
tunes which have been altered in the Tune Edition of the Hymn-

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book should not be used in the altered form, but according to 
Brauer’s (or Hoelter’s) Choralbuch, is a good one and ought to be 
universally accepted. Every one who has given the matter a little 
thought ought to see that the original form, to which we and our 
congregations have become accustomed, should by all means have 
the preference. Or why should our bilingual congregations sing 
the same choral tunes in a different form in the English services 
than in the German and thus cause confusion? This deplorable 
defect in the Tune Edition ought to be corrected in subsequent 
editions, and in the mean while such choral tunes ought to be used 
only in the form in which they are found in Brauer or Hoelter. 
This recommendation ought to be followed also by the congregations 
which are totally English. 

On the other hand, however, one of the main recommendations 
by the Milwaukee committee invites criticism and disapproval. My 
intention is to voice in these lines this disapproval, and to invite 
all the brethren, ministers and teachers, to consider the recom- 
mendation of the Milwaukee committee on this point well, and 
also frankly express their opinion to them in this matter. I am 
not prompted by any personal feelings towards the Milwaukee 
brethren, but rather by the sincere wish that we in our Synod do 
not become guilty of leading the way to some oddities and _pe- 
culiarities. 

The point at issue is what the committee has said about the 
tunes of the so-called Gospel-hymns and their use. The claim is 
made that most of these tunes are not churchly, and that therefore 
also most of these tunes ought to be eliminated according to the 
list of hymns which the committee arranged. Let me ask the 
brethren, in the first place, what they and what others mean by 
the term “churchly” ?* If one considers this question, one will soon 
find that one has stepped into a great and wide arena on which the 
different opinions, even of experts, will combat each other, and 
what one will probably consider churchly, the other will probably 
deem unchurchly. Certainly, we Lutherans, especially we Mis- 
sourians, who have had about the same kind of training, do not 
differ so vastly in taste, and I may boldly appeal to the opinions of 
the brethren, in general, on this matter without fearing that the 
general verdict will be an adverse one for me. Let me invite the 
brethren to compare whether the tune “Redhead” (25) which is 
recommended by the committee for a number of hymns under 
“S. M.” is more churchly than the tune “Boylston” (462), which 
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should be discarded in favor of “Energy” (361). Let me further- 
more ask the brethren whether they are of the opinion that tunes 
like “Hursley” (42), “St. Petersburg” (84), “Mendelssohn” (154), 
“Martyn” (107), “Cowper” (200), “Spanish Chant” (213), “Duke 
Street” (229), “Italian Hymn” (262), “Toplady” (325), “Olivet” 
(351), “Woodworth” (318), “Missionary Hymn” (474), “Webb” 
(471), “Bethany” (520), “Rest” (540), and quite a number of 
others, all of which should be discarded and banished from our 
English services, are not of as high a type churchly as many of the 
tunes which are recommended to be used, e.g., “Mendon” (4), 
“Heinlein” (48), “Winterton” (353), also some of the German 
choral tunes not excepted. Though it must be readily conceded that 
our old German choral tunes are in general beautiful and churchly, 
and ought to be used extensively also in our English services, yet 
we can also find quite a number among them which have very little 
musical value, to say the least. On the other hand, quite a number 
of the newer English or American tunes are beautiful and very 
churchly, e. g., “Bethany” (520) and “Woodworth” (318). 

And consider well how ridiculous it would be to-sing such 
a typical English hymn as “Just as I Am” to the German choral 
tune “O Jesu Christ, mein’s Lebens Licht,” a tune which Brauer 
did not even see fit to put into his renowned Choralbuch! How 
ridiculous it would be to sing “Nearer, My God, to Thee” to another 
tune (even to “Winterton,” 353) rather than to its world-renowned, 
most beautiful, and churchly tune! How ridiculous to sing “Come, 
Thou Almighty King,” or “Rock of Ages,” or “Jesus, Lover of 
My Soul,” or “Asleep in Jesus,” or the “Missionary Hymn,” to 
a different tune than their respective original, typical tunes in which 
they are sung the world over, wherever the English language is 
used! Brethren, sit down to your piano or organ and play the 
tunes to be substituted according to the recommendations, and 
sing. the above-mentioned hymns to those tunes, — sing “Nearer, 
My God, to Thee” to the tune “Winterton,” or the “Missionary 
Hymn” to the generally unknown tune “In Morgenrot gekleidet,” 
ete., and you will certainly shake your head, saying with a smile, 
“How odd, how inappropriate, how peculiar!” And so quite a num- 
ber of other oddities could be cited in the recommendations of the 
Milwaukee committee. Why should, for instance, the hymn “My 
Hope is Built on Nothing Less” (306), a hymn expressing extreme 
confidence, be sung to the tune “Wer weiss, wie nahe mir mein Ende” 
(with a slur in two of the lines), whereas the tune “Vater unser 
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im Himmelreich” is not only available, but also magnificently fitting 
to the words of the hymn, provided the tune given for the hymn 
should not be used? But this may suffice in citing examples. 

The statement is also made that the United Lutheran Church 
of America (Merger) has displaced many of the tunes of the so- 
called Gospel-hymns by other tunes. That may be so. But why 
should Missouri follow the example of the United Lutheran Church 
in this respect, or even lead the way, as the committee recommends ? 
That would be very unwise, for by such a move we would gain 
nothing, but might lose very much. In the matter of singing we 
have to take into consideration also the tastes of our people. Not 
only our own children, who all these years have sung these Gospel- 
hymns to their time-honored tunes, which in many instances are 
gems of music, would spurn the idea of supplanting them, but also 
thousands of those who in the course of time have been won over 
to our Church by the pure Gospel-teachings. Many of the latter 
have at first been attracted to our services by some outward things; 
in many instances it was this, that in our services they also heard 
some of the Gospel-hymns in their typical English or American 
tune; they could join in the singing, and finally they also began 
to take a liking to the pure Gospel-teaching in our midst, and 
joined our ranks. If we would displace these time-honored tunes 
of the Gospel-hymns by other tunes, as recommended by the Mil- 
waukee committee, we would cut off one of the auxiliary means 
by which we have already attracted people from other circles, and 
certainly will also attract some in future, and thus lose many oppor- 
tunities for our missionary work among that class of people. 

We Missourians are often stigmatized as odd, narrow-minded 
people. And we have to be “odd” and “narrow-minded” in doctrine 
and in practise, where the Word of God has drawn the lines, — 
just as “odd” and “narrow-minded” as the Word of God itself, — 
if we want to be faithful to the Lord. But where the Word has 
not drawn any lines, — in outward ceremonies, customs, and usages, 
also in the using of this or that tune, — let us by all means be as 
liberal and broad-minded as the Word of God itself. 

More uniformity in the singing throughout the Synod should 
be attained, the committee tells us. We are with them on this~ 
point to a certain extent, but we doubt very much whether a total 
uniformity in the singing ever will be attained. Even in the days 
when all our congregations had ‘only German services, there was 
no uniformity in the singing of hymns or liturgies. In some of 
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our congregations the singing of the liturgy could not be intro- 
duced, while the others had various ways of singing the responses, 
among which the one in the German Agenda is probably the most 
peculiar one; in very few congregations the grand and majestic 
tune of Luther is used for the singing of the Creed, while a great 
majority use the far inferior tune of Kittel, known as “Pomerania” ; 
some congregations cling to the older, though far inferior, tune of 
“Kins ist not,” while probably the majority sing it according to 
the tune of Layriz. And now, since the new German hymn-book 
is published, and in many instances other tunes are recommended 
than those in the older editions, there will also be other diversities 
in the use of tunes in different localities and congregations; some 
will adopt the new melodies, while others will adhere to the old 
ones; some will sing “Aus Gnaden soll ich selig werden” to the 
joyful and better adapted tune “O dass ich tausend Zungen haette,” 
while others will think that the most beautiful tune “Wer weiss, 
wie nahe mir mein Ende,” though less adapted to the words of that 
particular hymn, should be retained. Thus the different tastes will 
always play a great role, and frustrate all attempts to attain a total 
uniformity in this respect. And such uniformity, though probably 
very desirable, is not of such a necessity at all; the only thing 
necessary is unity in faith and confession, and all outward cere- 
monies and customs should be left to the discretion of the individual 
congregations, and in no manner should their Christian liberty be 
impaired. If we, however, deem it advisable to endeavor to attain 
a greater uniformity in such external things, let us attempt it in 
a conservative way, avoiding all oddities, which will only promote 
more dissensions, and take us farther away from the coveted goal, 
—more uniformity in external things.

CARE OF Eves. 


The best light to work by is daylight, but you should be careful 
to regulate this light properly. You should never study with the 
sunlight falling directly upon your book or desk, or striking you 
full in the face. Whenever it is possible, the light should come 
from above. When you use a lamp, never sit facing it, but place 
the lamp, if possible, so the light will come from behind and over 
your left shoulder. Every lamp that is to be used for reading or 
other close work should have a shade. To use the eyes continuously 
without rest for an hour or two is never a wise thing to do., If you 
must work for this length of time at close work, rest the eyes for 
a few moments occasionally. This may be done by closing them 
for a few moments, or by looking up from your work and out of 
the window, or by taking a brief time for exercise of some sort. 
A brisk walk of five minutes will not only rest the eyes, but the 
entire body. 

Some children work under a strain all the time because they 
are near-sighted. If you cannot see clearly the work on the black- 
board or in your reader, then there is something wrong, and your 
eyes should be examined by an oculist. Your parents and teacher 
should be told at once so that your eyes may be looked after. 


, Every child can avoid certain things that are likely to injure 
his eyes. You should not make a practise of reading while lying 
down. You should not continue to read and study if your eyes 
are smarting. You should avoid using the same towel that is used 
by other people. Eye diseases caused by germs are often trans- 
mitted in this way.

And its 
operating expenses amount to $18,000 a year, not including the 
missionaries’ salaries. The tailors’ class makes garments by the 
thousand for evangelists and teachers throughout the field. The 
carpenters’ class is filling an order for fifty-two pieces of furniture 
for a lawyer in Douala; several articles of furniture have also 
been completed for the stations of the Paris Evangelical Society. 
The sawmill is cutting a large order for lumber for a French 
trading firm that wishes to put up some buildings. The bush-rope 
chair and sofa class is having difficulty in procuring sufficient bush- 
rope for their work, because many of their former apprentices have 
not only started business of their own, but have also taught other 
natives to do the same. There is also a tannery, a shoeshop, and 
a blacksmith shop. — Lutheran Standard.

At the Tribunal of Caesar. Leaves from the story of Luther’s life. By

Prof. Dau, who has compiled in Four Hundred Years the commemo- 
rative essays on the Reformation by Dr. Martin Luther and its blessed 
results, and who is the author of Luther Examined and Reexamined, The 
Leipzig Debate in 1519, and The Great Renunciation, has added to these 
another volume of historical value: At the Tribunal of Caesar, in which 
he gives a vivid description of Luther’s appearance before the Diet of 
Worms, this most dramatic and decisive moment in the history of the 
Reformation, at which Luther, being pressed for a final answer, closed his 
confession with an answer which had neither horns nor teeth in the fol- 
lowing courageous Christian testimony: “Since his Imperial Majesty re- 
quires a simple and straight answer, I will give him one: I do not believe 
in either the Pope or the councils alone, since it is certain that they have 
often erred and contradicted themselves. Unless I am, therefore, con- 
vineed by the testimony of the Scriptures or by clear and forcible argu- 
ments, I neither can nor will recant a single word. Here I stand. I cannot 
do otherwise. God help me. Amen.” The book reveals the diligent research 
work of the author, and the reader will be grateful to him for making such 
valuable information accessible to him in such a convenient form. Con- 
sidering the indifference in our days in religious matters, it is of the 
greatest importance that we Lutherans, especially the pastors and the 
teachers of our Christian day-school, refresh the history of the Reforma- 
tion, thereby being inspired as well as encouraged to stand heroically by

This book is designed to furnish the great majority of teachers, who 
lack the time for exhaustive study of the history of education, all the 
material that can be reasonably demanded for the education of a teacher 
of our common schools. Every diligent worker knows the labor that is: 
involved in finding suitable material for this study. To spare the reader 
some of that labor the author has culled from the great number of volumes 
upon this subject the necessary information, and has given at the end of 
each chapter the literature and references from which he drew. 

The teacher who wishes to keep abreast of the time, and who desires 
to brush up his knowledge in educational history will find in this volume 
reliable information on the history of education in the briefest possible form. 

The reader will find that there are certain features in this book which 
distinguish it from most works of its kind. It is written from a Christian 
view-point, guided by Biblical principles. It devotes more space to the 
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Reformation, and points out Luther’s importance in the field of pedagogy, 
which in most histories do not receive their deserved recognition. 

In addition to the information found in other histories of education, 
the reader will be pleased with the attention the author gave to the Chris- 
tian day-school in this country, giving a complete outline of the religious 
training of the youth in the Lutheran Church, in its parish schools, as well 
as in its secondary and higher educational institutions.

The author has worked very diligently, compiling from the great 
number of authorities a mass of information and very many suggestions, 
which will enable the studious teacher to work with greater efficiency in 
teaching English. 

It is to be expected that a practical teacher may differ in some sug- 
gestions, because past experience has taught him other methods to be 
more efficient, but still he has a vast amount of valuable pedagogical in- 
formation in other parts, if he should differ in one topic or method.

This book fills a gap in our specific Lutheran literature. The first 
part contains a history of church architecture and ecclesiastical art, trac- 
ing the buildings and furnishings used for worship from the. Tabernacle 
and the three Temples of the Israelitish Church to the present stage of 
development, describing the places of worship in the early Christian Church, 
the Byzantine, Romanesque, and Gothic style, and showing the, influence of 
the Renaissance and the Neo-Classic movement. It concludes this part with 
a practical discussion of the present-day church edifice and an explanation 
of ecclesiastical sculpture, painting, mosaics, art windows, altar, pulpits, 
fonts, vestments, and paraments. 

In the second part of the book the history of liturgy is given, laying 
especial stress upon the development of the liturgy of the Christian Church. 

Since all this is of great interest and of high value to the pastor, 
teacher, organist, and the vestry, it would be beneficial to every congrega- 
tion to purchase this book for the vestry and probably for the choir, so 
that the latter could study the liturgy and the forms of worship in our 
Lutheran services and rituals.

Evolution. An investigation and a criticism. By Th. Graebner. 148 pages, 
54%4X7%,. Bound in stiff art paper cover. Northwestern Publishing 
House, Milwaukee, Wis.

The author of this volume is writing upon a subject which he has 
thoroughly studied. He has read Charles Darwin’s Origin of Species; he 
has studied George Minart’s book, The Genesis of Species; he has com- 
piled the knowledge contained in Herbert Spencer’s Synthetic Philosophy ; 
and has gathered his vast array of data; he acquainted himself with 
Alfred Russell Wallace’s Darwinism and Huxley’s Lectures on Evolution, 
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as well as Tyndall’s The Beginning of Things. All these and many others 
did he study and investigate, which enabled him to give a clear and con- 
cise statement of the theory of evolution, its history, as well as a powerful 
and convincing argument against prevailing hypotheses or suppositions 
of the philosophy of evolution. 

All Christians who have acquainted themselves with some of the prin- 
ciples of the evolutionary theory must have recognized the tendency of this 
philosophy to degrade mankind and to place it on an essential level with 
the brute creation, since the supposition of this theory differentiates be- 
tween man and beast not so much in kind as in the degree of development. 
And as it degrades the dignity of the origin of man as a creation of God, 
so it likewise undermines all religious and moral principles, placing man 
on the same level with the brute regarding his moral obligations towards 
God and his fellow-men. How many are contaminated with this degrading 
theory! 

Although it is sufficient for us Christians to know that the Bible is 
the foundation of our faith, still we welcome all the arguments of reason 
and the proofs of research which refute hypothetical falsehoods. We rest 
upon Scriptures as a firm rock. In the Bible we have the inspired record 
of the origin of man. God is the Creator of all things, and man is God’s 
handiwork, -God’s child; his body is of the earth, his life he received out 
of the fulness of God’s own life, his soul and mind was the reflection of 
God’s image. Gen. 1, 26.27. This Biblical conception of the origin of all 
things and the creation of man gives to God true honor and to man the 
right and proper dignity. 

: But this conception of the Bible, that God is the Creator of all things, 
is not only Biblical, it is also rational; while the theory and hypothesis 
of evolution is not in harmony with the process of correct thinking. There- 
fore, evolution does not concern itself with the first vital question: Where 
did matter originate. It takes matter for granted. It is unthinkable, it 
is absurd, to believe that impersonal matter was eternal and has evolved 
a universe so immense, so full of blessings that the highest intellects and 
the most vivid imaginations have stood in awe for generations past. But 
the Biblical record gives us a true picture of the beginning of things, 
a picture which is in harmony with the process of correct thinking. And 
to prove this is the chief purpose of this book Evolution. And therefore 
we welcome the arguments of reason, of historical facts, and of natural 
science as a means of confirming Biblical truths. 

The author has successfully demonstrated that our belief in regard to 
the beginning of all things as recorded in the Bible is justified even by 
reason, and that the hypothesis of evolution is contradicted even by the 
facts of history and by natural science, as well as by religion. 

We would, therefore, urge all teachers not only to read this book, but 
also to study its arguments, and then to disseminate the truths, thus 
giving wide-spread circulation to the book. The book is highly en 
and written in a popular, convincing style. 

In the first chapter, the author gives an outline of the theory, in which 
he first defines the term evolution, and gives a historical review of the 
development of the theory, succeeded by a summary of Darwinism. 
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This statement is followed by a line of proofs upon which the evolu- 
tionists rest their theory, which comprises the study of fossil remains in 
the rocks; the argument of morphology, or the assertion that the resem- 
blance of the structure of various animal types implies a community of 
descent; the argument from embryology; the geographical distribution and 
classification. In twelve chapters he brings the statement as well as the 
refutation on the following subjects: Unexplained origin; the testimony 
of the rocks; the fixity of species; rudimentary organs; instinct; heredity; 
a scientific creed outworn; man; the verdict of history; evidences of 
design; the fatal bias. 

In answering the false hypothesis, the author adduces many excerpts 
of well-known writers, who have based their refutations of the evolutionary 
hypothesis on reason, on historical facts or research work in nature.

Tribute to Martin Luther’s Influence on Church Music. — On 
March 10 the following was printed in the Newark, N. J., Evening News: — 

Sir: —It has been announced by the National Lutheran Council that 
there will be a world-wide celebration, on April 17, of the four hundredth 
anniversary of the citation of Martin Luther before the Diet of Worms. 
The organists in the large cities are arranging elaborate programs of music 
for that day. May I voice, through your columns, the hope that organists 
in the suburbs will do the same thing as far as their varying and different 
services will allow? Churches may, and do, differ regarding Luther’s re- 
ligious creed, but they must all recognize his wonderful influence on church 
music and his contributions to it. 

The influence of Luther’s Reformation on church music made a radical 
departure from Gregorian modes. The diatonic-chromatic scale affecting 
composition was adopted by Calvin’s French Psalter and by Grumpeltz- 
hainer in Germany. The introducing into the church service of soloists and 
the using of the organ for accompaniment work came by degrees. Sub- 
jective, dramatic church-work — one step farther — has led to the Protestant 
cantata and oratorio. 

Music was gradually introduced into the schools. The French historian 
and critic d’Anjour affirmed: “Of a truth, Luther, in causing simple, ap- 
pealing melodies to be adopted, learned, and sung in the schools and in 
church with the organ, powerfully developed in Germany a feeling for 
music.” The Lutheran chorals inspired people more and more to participate 
in public worship. 

Hans Sachs, a great mastersinger, greeted Luther as “the Wittenberg: 
nightingale.” 
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Usually different nations put a different stamp on the coinage of music 
and its inspiration, as each new disciple makes some change in design and 
legend. But the exponents of church music of all countries have borne 
testimony to Luther’s influence upon their achievements. 

It was inevitable that in Germany there should have been two opposite 
tendencies in church composition — the one perpetuating older Catholic tend- 
encies, and the other seeking to adapt music to the new Protestant spirit 
and service. The earlier German motets and other liturgical pieces were 
modeled. upon their Latin prototypes. Consequently the separation of Protes- 
tant music became more and more noticeable. Chorals increased in favor, 
and their composition increased in proportion. In Italy, however, sacred 
music revolved around the Catholic liturgy, and drew its materials from 
Gregorian sources, long after Germany adopted the choral, the product of 
a different race and faith. A number of German writers in the seventeenth 
century worked earnestly upon the choral elaboration, the fugue, the motet, 
the immature liturgical oratorio. The great Bach, or, rather, three centuries 
of Bachs (1550—1850), have stamped music for all times with the beautiful 
dignity and grandeur of lofty contrapuntal style. 

The Calvinist comiposers, amongst them Goudimel, Bourgeois, La Jeune, 
and others, set the different verses of the Psalms, expressive of different 
sentiments, to different music. In the churches of to-day the idea has been 
remodernized, so that the import of the text, however contrasting, is sung 
throughout to the same. musical stanza. George Schumann, a modern com- 
poser, has composed a setting of Luther’s Psalm 13 to an unaccompanied 
motet as used in the earlier churches. Hugo Wolf has done the same thing. 

The melodies of the Lutheran hymns were composed for them or bor- 
rowed from earlier Latin hymns, Bohemian hymns, and sacred and secular 
folk-songs. The wonderful hymn, “A Mighty Fortress Is Our God,” the 
“Marching Hymn of the Reformation,” was called by Heine “The Marseil- 
laise of the Reformation.” The grand theme of this old hymn appears in 
many choral preludes by old and modern composers; in solo and chorus in 
Meyerbeer’s opera, “Les Huguenots,” as the theme of an overture by Raff, 
and of the Nicolai-Liszt “Festival Overture” and of Mendelssohn’s “Refor- 
mation Symphony.” 

Strangely enough, the German “Ein’ feste Burg ist unser Gott” may 
well be the “Marching Song” of our own day and generation; for 

God’s Word above all earthly powers — 
No thanks to our foe — abideth; 
and again: — 
God’s truth abideth still — 
His kingdom is forever.

What Others are Doing for Their University Students. — At the 
University of Minnesota the Catholics are planning a club house near the 
‘campus; the Episcopalians intend to erect a University Parish House; the 
Methodists are to receive $150,000 from the Centenary Movement for their 
Wesley Foundation, the first unit of which is to cost $175,000. The Lu- 
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therans have two churches near the campus, the Hope Lutheran Church, 
served by Rev. 0. S. Thorpe, and Grace Lutheran Church, served by Rev. C. 
A. Wendell, who is supported by the United Lutheran Church of America to 
do pastoral work among the students. Hope Congregation belongs to the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church and was built especially for university students. 
The Lutheran Association organized last year is the largest church organi- 
zation at the university. There are over 1,000 Lutheran students at the 
university this year, and the churches are not large enough to take care 
of all. Hope Congregation recently bought a new lot and plans enlarging 
the church.
